Weird & Wonderful 
1919-1920 


by Stuart Jones 

Controversy marred the return of football 
after the ‘Great War’. Arsenal had finished 
sixth in Division Two and were heavily in debt 
after their recent move to the top flight. Each 
division had been expanded by two teams — 
Chelsea stayed up and Arsenal, Derby County 
and Preston North End were promoted. 
Tottenham went down, with Barasley and 
Wolves staying in Division Two despite 
JSinishing higher than the Gunners. 

Glossop had resigned after World War One 
and the new teams to come into Division Two 
were Coventry City, South Shields, West Ham 
United, Stoke, and Rotherham County. South 
Shields played at Horsley Hill Road, however, 
by 1930 a club up the way took over called 
Gateshead. Gateshead played at Red Oak Park, 
the local Greyhound Stadium. During the 
1950s the Calendar brothers played over 950 
games for the Geordies. In 1952, 40,000 saw 
the side play in the fourth round of the FA Cup 
and a year later the side made the quarter 
finals (only to lose to the mighty Bolton 
Wanderers with a goal from Nat Lofthouse). In 
1960 the club were sadly ejected from the 
League 

Eight games into the new league and there 
was more trouble for officialdom. In October 
1919, the FA order Leeds City to be wound up, 
due to allegations of illegal payments made by 
to their players. There was talk of Huddersfield 
moving to Leeds as they were also broke, 
however a new side was formed — Leeds 
United — and they played in the Midland 
League. In place of Leeds City came Port Vale, 
who were awarded City’s first eight results, in 
what can only be described as a bizarre 
administrative move. 

WBA led the way and won by nine points. 
Fred Morris was their leading goal scorer with 
37 goals, helping him to earn two England 
caps, Burnley were runners up with Chelsea a 
win behind. At the bottom, Notts County and 
Sheffield Wednesday were relegated. 
Tottenham, still piqued at being demoted, 
brushed aside their rivals in the second 
division, six points clear of the financially 
troubled Huddersfield Town. Of the new sides, 
West Ham faired best ending in seventh place. 
Grimsby were bottom of the Football League. 

The FA Cup saw Aston Villa defeat Chelsea 
3-1 in the semi finals whilst Huddersfield 
defeated Bristol City in the other game. The 
game was played at Stamford Bridge in front of 
50,018, Aston Villa, being the more 
experienced Cup team, soon tired out their 
opposition. Huddersfield were sound in defence 


and by full time had not seen the ball go into 
the back of their net, Extra time was ordered 
‘for the first time in half a century, and within 
seven minutes Villa had taken the lead,thanks 
to Kirton nodding the ball home. Huddersfield 
attacked more positively but could not equalise 
and Villa took away the coyeted trophy for a 
sixth time, 

The Southern League were extremely upset 
at the defection of West Ham, Coventry, and 
Stoke and so withdrew from an agreement 
which restricted players swapping between 
Leagues. As a result of their higher wage 
structure the Southern League were able to lure 
high calibre players from the Football League. 

The first division was expanded to 22 teams 
with Swansea Town, Brentford, Newport 
County, and Merthyr Town all moving to the 
top flight. Stalybridge Celtic had left the 
Division two competition which was now an all 

Welsh affair. 

Portsmouth had set the pace all season and 
with only two games left were three points 
ahead of pre-war champions Watford. Pompey 
gained a point at Millwall but lost their last 
game at Newport 0-1. Watford, on the other 
hand, won their last two matches but lost out 
on goal difference in the chase for the title 
(Merthyr Town and Gillingham were bottom). 
At Nonwich City Major Frank Buckley began 
his managerial career. Mid Rhondda took out 
the Division Two title, 

In Scotland the competition was expanded to 
22 teams and Rangers finished three points 
clear of Celtic with the unfortunate Albion 
Rovers finishing last. During ‘The War’ some 
teams had played with 9 men, Rangers v 
Falkirk November 1915. Others had played two 
games in one day, Celtic in the 1915/16 season 
played Raith in the afternoon and Motherwell 
in the evening. However there were problems 
as a rebel Central League was created and 
lured away some second division sides. Thus 
Division Two was not established for another 
two seasons, and only then after automatic 
relegation and promotion was offered as an 
inducement. 

The Scottish FA Cup was also resumed and 
the four semi finalists were Albion Rovers, 
Rangers, Kilmarnock and Morton. Killie 
defeated Morton 3-2 whilst after two draws (1- 
T and 0-0) Rangers lost out to Albion Rovers by 
two goals, of course in the League Rangers 
were champions whilst Rovers were dead last. 
The final at Hampden Park saw Rovers lose in 
classic final to Kilmarnock 2-3. So Killie took 
away their first major trophy, much to their 
delight and the chagrin of Rovers,

arnock ended a 68-year wait when it won the 
2th Scottish Cup Final with a 1-0 win over first 
ivision Falkirk at Ibrox on the weekend. 

Top scorer Paul Wright scored the winning goal after 21 
‘minutes as Kilmamock avenged its defeat to Falkirk in the 1957 
final, 

The warmth of the weather was matched by the spirit of 
friendship among the fans in what had been widely billed as 
“the family final” between these two small-town teams 

Kilmarock was favourite to win the cup because of its 
Premier League status, but Falkirk showed its pedigree in the 
semi final by disposing of Celtic after a replay. ‘Tis ultimately 
led tothe dismissal of Tommy Burns as Parkhead boss. 

Falkirk manager Alex Totten, who emerged from the tunnel 
in full highland dress wearing the Falkirk tartan, had more 
reason than most for getting his hands on the trophy; he was 
sacked by Kilmamock last December.
